'THE LATE KINLOCH FALUONER.

A SKETCH OF HIS LIFE

But this brief unotice 8 devoted to
Kinloch.

As soon as Kinloch was old evough,
he became an apprentice in his father's
office, where he was inducted ioto all the
mysteries of printing to be learned ina
country newspaper office. He was by
tarns, devil, carrier, roller boy, t¥po and
pressman. e became a thorough prin-
ter in all branches, and was kuown
eventually as one of the fastest compos-
itors and best office mapagers in the
State. Buat his general eduacation was
not negleeted during his apprenticeship.
When he could be spared from the office,
he attended the fine schools for which
Holly Springs has always been noted.
In 1858 he entered the junior elass of
the University of Mississippi, and grad-
usted ws second honor man in the cluss
of 1860, aud atterwards became associate
editor with his father of the Southern
Herald, and studied law.

At the breaking out of the war, he
enlisted as a private in a Holly Springs
company, commanded by the gullant
Captain Thos. W. Harris. He was the
Private Secretary of Gen. Bragy, and |
afterwards Bragg's Adjutant General. |
lu December 1862, at the age of twenty |
two, at the request of Gen. Bragg, he
was appeinted by the Seeretary of War,
to duty with the staff of the Army of
Tennessee, with the rank of Mujor. He
soon became the best known of the offi-
cers of that staff. Everybody koew and
honopred him, from the private soldier to
the Commanding General. Thoroughly
efficient and strict in the discharge of
Lits official duties, he was at the same
time atfable, kind and easy of aceess to
all.  In the latter part ot the year 1865,
he became a partner of Hon. John W.
C. Wautson in the practice of lnw ; and
in the summer of 1866, he received his
diploma from the law school of the Uni-
versity. But his first love, the newspaper,
had an irresistable attraction for Lim,
and in August, 1867, he became associa-
ted with his brother in-law, Columbns
Barrett, as editor of the Holly Springs
Reporter. The Reporter immediately
IUUL position among the leading papers
in the State, and Col. Faleoner added
largely to his reputation and popularity.
In 1868, was nominated as the Demo
eratic candidate tor Lieut. Governor, on
the ticket with Gov., Humpreys, aml he
was trivmphantly elected, But the same
vote which elected bim defeuted the new
Constitution under which the Anti
Johnson Republiean were seeking to re-
consiruct the State, and the State was
continued iu the hands of the military "

At the time of his death he held the
office of Secretary of State, having been
elected on the Demoeratie ticket in 1575,
Lesv:  hisoffice in Jackson, where there
was lio yellow fever, he went to Holly
Springs, his native place, right into the

and sick brother, and when both had
died, he himself was smitten by the
plague, paid the penalty of his sublime
devotion to filial aflection and noble hu-
maunity. Thus has passed away in the
zenith of eplendid manhood, one of
Mississippi’s grandest sons. doubly a hero,
hervic in war's carnage, grandly heroic
in the earvival of pestilence! Peace to
thy ashes! Restin Heaven through the
long ages of eternity to thy great soul !

A watehful eye should be kept upon
these laying bens aud pullets every day,
as they approach this term of nutural
broodiness, And the first evening you
find one upon the nest (when she shaald |
be upon the roost) is the time when you
should commence to brenk her up. '

Look ount for the next one now. There
will be plenty of them at this season.
And assoon as No. 2 shows the sitting
inclination remove her ag promptly. The
two hens may be put together. They
will help to *“‘cure” each other of the
broody fever. Watch for No. 3 now
and s on to the end. You will huve
little trouble with them. Feed them |
lightly. Give them plenty of fresh |
water to drink. Keep them away entirely |
out of sight of the nests, and they will
shortly get over their broody fit. This
ie our plan for breaking up hens that we
da not wish to use as sitters.—Poultry |
